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Continuation of 3. NOTE: While it is noted that "including" is considered as open language by the MPEP, the examiner is unaware of any 
caselaw defining "including" as necessarily being open language, particularly in the context of the instant pending claims. The applicant's 
ability to be their own lexicographer and the requirement to interpret claims as having their broadest reasonable meaning are each 
consistent with using "including" in conjunction with semiclosed language "consisting essentially of" and allowing the applicant to interpret 
"including" as being partially closed in this context. However, the courts have defined "comprising" as being open. The applicant is 
therefore not seen as having any ability to redefine "comprising" contrary to the court given definition thereof. The newly proposed 
recitation of "comprising" combined with "consisting essentially of raises the issue of what the clearly defined semiclosed language 
combined with the court defined open language "comprising" requires. This new issue requires further consideration and its likely new 
scope requires further search. The change in scope of the polyether polyols due to the change in open to closed language requires further 
search and consideration since this newly proposed requirement was not present in the examined claims. . 
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
